Post-dated cheques are not acceptable, Parents who are not able 
to make payment of Textbook Rental Fees on Registration Day should seek an arrange- 
ment with the District Office before August 29, 1969, A Voucher may then be issued 
by the District Office to be presented to the school at the time of registration, No rental 
fees will be accepted at the schools after 12:00 noon on September 2nd, as the statf 
Ww nvolv uring the afternoon in staff meetings, organizing and preparing for 
regular classes the next day, It ts preferable that each child pay his or her book rental 
fees separately, The Fee Schedule is as follows:
